Most of the laws are intended' for 


"repression" oflindividuals who wish 
to commit act/'not approved by a 
majority of the citizens affected by 
that particular law. I/aw breakers 
are "anarchists," -whether acting in 
mobs at lynchings; or as jurymen 
who acquit law breaking lynchers! 


("Anarchist—One who acts with- 


out ISw, or contrary to law, or in de- 
fiance of law.") 


But however prevalent may be 


any offense against laws of Moses, 
or laws of the state, no one would 
argue that a law to repress burglary, 
tends to increase that "business"! 
Or, that '.'Thou shalt not take the 
name of..The Lord Thy God in vain," 
is .by its repressive tone, increasing 
habits of blasphemy, or'"cussing"—. 
by the average American. 


This habit, is acquired in defiance 


of Mosaic law; it is anarchistic, and 
demoralizing; foolish, nngrammati- 
cal, indecent. (But the revisers cut 
out a-repressive statute!) One writ- 
er says, ^The prevailing habits of 
evid doers in a stdte -are usually dis- 
covered by reading statutes and 
noting where the severest penalties 
are provided." In other'words, "the 
prevalence__of certain crimes or mis-- 
demeafloVs, 'is 'reflected 
in corre- 


sponding laws for repression." 


Repression of Profiteering and of 


"Packers' Monopoly" are attacks up- 
on free exercise-of individual rights! 
Unconstitutional! 


Repressive laws concerning 
fire 


arms and explosives are quite 
as 


contrary to the constitution of the 
United States as repressive' laws 
concerning efforts of "Reds" to over- 
turn iboth constitution and laws,.by 
insidious speeches and literature. 
The constitution may be 
construed 


to guarantee the right of a. citizen 
to bay and sell opium, absinthe", al- 
cohol, revolvers, shot gnns or fire 
works.

It is sure1y:con-sututional to shoot 


a pole cat found in the hen house; 
or a rabbit gnawing bark from one's 
apple trees! Yet our laws "repress" 
these various acts. Though Thom- 
as Jefferson did not allude to them 
as "inalienable rights," his allusion 
to "Pursuit' of happiness" .-covers 
everything .if "free speech" includes 
"language liable to .provoke an. as- 
sault," (or a bloody revolution):'At 
least it seems so to M. P. Wheeler.

swer" • (*) -Whatever allusions • to 
Russia I have-made, were based up-

Probably I know as much about 


the conditions there now, as; Mr. B. 
does, and I prefer conditions in 
America as they exist now. I would 
not like to substitute Mr. Bleed-for 
Woodrow Wilson; nor even live to 
see a Trotzky or Lebine dynasty 
substituted for. our form of govern- 
ment .\vXhe- fact rthat liars are al- 
ways-'on., the. job i* not.new.to me, 
as he'augirwts.;. I was merely ;Bur- 
prised'..by:Mr. Wilson's fertile imag- 
ination*. But probably Mr.-B. would- 
concede that a "mild" revolution of 
the Russian sort has unpleasant 
features.

Radicalism in America

W 


HO WERE the American radicals? 
Well, without going so far back as Jefferson's 


time, we may-,glance at-the names of the New England reformers, the men who 
••made the name-of America famous wherever there "were to be found men who 


loved freedom and truth. We have before us 
book which is worthy of republicatiou.. ^ It 


is called "Sketches and Reminiscences of the.Ridical Club of Chestnut Street, Boston," edited 
by Mrs. John T. Sargent. It contains the leciures given by some of the greatest Americans 
of the period to the members of-.the Club.' It iis only necessary for us to mention a few of 
the names of its members and. lecturers to fill our minds again with the importance in 
American history of its most stimulating period. Many of the distinguished poets, philoso- ' 
phers, clergy, scientists, bankers, historians, editors; etc., of the day attended the lectures 
and discussions of the Club. Among the radicals we find: Whittier, Emerson, Henry James, 
W. H. Channing, Col. T. W. Higginson, Julia Ward Howe, W. C. Gannett, Dr.vid A. Wasson, 
John Fiske, Oliver Wendell Holmes, Edmund C. Stedman, Robert' CoUyer, Louise Chandlei 
Moulton, Longfellow, Charles Sumncr, Carl Schurz, Wendell Phillips—but an extension of 
the list would only serve to put the Tories of our day to confusion. 


I do not of course pretend that this Club and its members met with unqualified approval, 


nor do I ivish the reader to imagine that the. Tories of the middle of the last century regarded 
these people and their opinions with any less displeasure than the Tories of this day regard 
the opinions of the-remnant of radicalism which exists, and has not. yet been taken in the 
raids. Those of us" who have taken the trouble to look into the records of fifty years ago 
know perfectly well-that there were "respectables and plug uglies" in New England who 
would have been highly gratified to join a movement which had for its purpose the raiding 
of the Chestnut Street Club; those who imagined the members, of the Club were not 100 per 
cent American must have been-legion. But time, with its perplexing perversity, has put the 
works -of the -poets and philosophers of -that Club on the book-shelves of all cultivated men 
who love the'Anglo-American tradition of freedom of thought and speech, and time, too, has 
covered their opponents with the. sheet of'oblivion. 


So much for the radicals of the great age, when fidelity to democratic principles was the 


real test of that patriotism- which makes the world akin. 


There may-be shrewd critics, however, who see in Mrs. Sargent's story of'the Radical 


Club the cloven hoof of "the--red revolutionary. 
It may be argued that under the cloak of 


philosophical research these men were after all dyed-in-the-wool parlor socialists, or anar- 
chists, or something else.quite as indefinite and harmless. I have not yet found anything in 
the commentaries to support such an idea, but in all probability there were people who re- 
garded the meetings of the -Club as inimical to the structure of Tory society of Beacon 
Street '
